“ful URUSEI YATSURA, which finished ite 
run of‘almost five years this past March. 
with a special final episode, 

Before going into details about 
this momentous TV event, it must be noted 
that URUSEI YATSURA creator Rumiko Taka- 
hashi is continuing the manga on which 
the series is based, preventing the anime 
producers from ending the show with Lum 
and Ataru going off into the sunset, 
never to be seen again. 

Due to the situation set before 
the animators, it is decided to do an 
all-star salute, with everybody in the 
URUSEI YATSURAverse present, and with an 
oportunity for Lum to get the kiss from 

Derling Ataru that she's waited all this 
| rasil time to get. 
The setting used to bring this 
all about is at Tomobiki High School, 

where the class is putting on a short play based on the legend of 
Japan's sun goddess, Amaterasu, during a costume party. According 
to the legend, Amaterasu was angered one fine day in the Abode of 
the Gods by her brokher Susanou, who was a pain in the tusch. 80, 
because of Susanou's annoying behaviouw, Amaterasu locks herself 
in a cave with a stone door, so as to withold her radiant light 
from the world. In response to this, all the other gods, lead by 
the goddess of myrth named Uzume, throw a party outside, hoping 
Amaterasu will open a door by at least a crack. And that she does, 
when she hears all he merriment outside. And waiting for her to 
do just thet is the Herculean god Tajikalao, who pries open the 
door upon Ama's opening it, thus returning her light to the world. 

As ean be expected, things don’t happen according 
to the way they should in the Urusei universe. Before the class 
begins its pley, the student slated to play Amaterasu bows out be- 
cause of sudden feelings of illness. While an attempt is being made 
to select a new Amaterasu, the real one shows up, thinking a cele- 
bration is being thrown in her behalf. Anyhow, Ataru and Mendo are 
the first to greet their new ‘star'for the play, only to end up 
fighting for her affection while Lum shows bad manners and makes 
insulting faces at her. All this leaves Amaterasu ticked off, ma- 
king her want to lock herself up in a cave. Of couse, no caves 
exist in Tokyo, so she uses the next best thing: an inflatable 
cave I (cont'd next page)

Thinking Amaterasu is simply carrying out her 
parte, Ateru and the guys carry out their song and dance to lure 
her back out. They also getesome unexpected assistance by real Gods, 
including Uzume and Tajikalao, who this time pulls the plug on Ana- 
terasu's inflatable cave, sending Ama to who knows where. 

For the most part, the Amaterasu story was on- 
ly a small part of the episode, about five minutes, with the rest 
devoted to showing off all the Urusei characters. While not a defi- 
niée end, watching this story is fun, 8 when it comes to 
seeing Lum and Ataru's kiss scene (I refuse to iss and tell how it 
went), and all the anat little cameos, like those of DIRTY PARIS 
Kei and Moogie, and Kyoko from MAISON IKKOKU, stuck on no doubt as 
a clever form of advertising. 

All you URUSEI devotees, you'll love this sto- 
ry, as will anyone whé loves whacky parties where anyone could show 
up. Condidering URUSEI had been on for four and a half years, with 
a total of 195 half hours produced, it maybe some time before the 
show returns to TV with new episodes, if it does. Some speculate 
the anime version will continue with some manga tales being pos- 
sibly adapted for the home video market or theatrical release. As 
far as the cinematic end goes, the fourth film could end being 
the last, due to droppéng interest in URUSEI, plus competitors in 
the forms of ARION (from the creator of GIANT GORG) and the FIST 
OF THE BQRTHSTAR movie. 

Well, despite everything indicating that URUSEI 
will never return to animg@tion, one can take delight in the confi- 
dencg expressed at the very end of the show, thru words saying they 
will be back, but until then
